Among the laws o£ 191S which 


nave been signed by tl?e Governor 
and will at an, early date become ef- 
fective i» one which to a considerable 
extent amends ~ the present Work- 
men's Compensation law in several 
important particulars. 
One of them 


makes It imperative for all employers 
of four or more workmen or opera-- 
tlves to take out compensation insur- 
ance- on .these employees. 


Employers who neglect to take out 


compensation insurance are liable to 
both civil and criminal prosecution, 
and under the penal code may be 
convicted 
of 
a 
misdemeanor, 


which carries a jail sentence in the 
discretion of the trial Judge. 
Such 


employers are also deprived of inter- 
posing any common law defense in 
any actions that may be brought 
against them for accidents happen- 
ing-to their employees 


The 191S amendments teethe Com- 


pensation law extend the so-called 
"'hazardous groups of employment" 
already in the law to all employments 
in which four or more workmen 
operatives are regularly engaged. 


All employers to whom the provi- 


sions of the amended law apply 
should give the matter immediate 
consideration- The amendments be- 
come effective Hay 12. and before 
that tire- all persons interested are 
expected to fullv complv with the 
above requirements.

"Camouflage" spread until today the 


section has over 2,000 men, artists, 
scene painters, engineers, etc. Tbe of- 
ficial figures show that camouflaged 
battenes have yperated In compara- 
tive safety, only four per cent of their 
number having been put out o? ac- 
tion by direct fire as opposed to 50 per 
cent of batteries where the guns had 
not beea painted or otfcersiae cca- 
cealed. 


One ot the most notable works of 


the "camoufleurs" was the erection of 
a hollow, armor plated wooden struc- 
ture 300 feet from the German lines, 
painted to represent a tree that stood 
between the French and German front 
lines in the Champagne region. 


The French fcad been operating at 


a fledded disadvantage, as the Ger- 
mans held the high ground from which 
they cotdd carry out their observa- 
tions at ease. The-commandant no- 
ticed the tree that had been, swept 
cleaa of its branches and foliage 
through- shell and machine gun fire. 
At night he called In his camouflage 
£qnad and confided a plan to them. 


A -week later a squad of sappers 


crept out on a dart night and dug 
a ditch on the French side of the 
tree. The trunk was attacked •from 
beneath the ground by saws that had 
been liberally dosed with oil and cut 
away. Long, steel-tapped peevies such 
as the Main lumbermen'carry, eased 
It to the ground, where it fen into the 
ditch. .
